At no 
extra cost. Paint ‘N’ Play 
provides smocks, paints, 
brushes, clean-up services, 
and instruction on request. 
“I quickly give them 
instructions before they 
start, and if they need help, 
it’s available. They don’t 
always want help, and if 
they don’t, 1 let them do 
their own thing,” says 
Richmond.

Branches of the family also 
founded Scripps College, 
Scripps Memorial Hospital, 
and Scripps Institute of 
Oceanography. 

William Scripps Kellog, 
grandson of William A. 
Scripps, and his wife lived 
in his grandfather’s lovely 
old mansion in Altadena. 
When they moved away, 


they donated the five-acre 
property to the Scripps 
Home. At first Altadenans 
feared that the home would 
be demolished, but fortu¬ 
nately in 1987, the 
Pasadena Waldorf School 
bought the property for its 
campus. The sale of the 
property enabled Scripps 
Home to do much needed 
expansion.

row’s problem of gridlock 
on Orange Grove AND 
speeding on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

Stop signs are not looked 
at by experts as a viable 
method to speed control by 
traffic engineers, according 
to Davis. “They’re designed 
to indicate right of way, not 
regulate speed," said Davis. 
"If people don’t see a reason 
for a stop sign to be there, 
they will often run through 
them, or if they stop, they’ll 
speed up to make up the time 
they’ve lost." 

So, what's the solution? 
The first thing is, to realize 
that police officers and elect¬ 
ed officials want what’s best 
for the community. “I know 
what it’s like on Orange 
Grove, and I can understand 
their complaints,” says 
Bailey, while Sandona says 
that residents’ comments on 
Orange Grove are "an accu¬ 
rate depictment of some of 
the problems up there.” 


They are not turning deaf 
ears. As for improving the 
situation? "We check areas 
for accident history and 
potential problems, because 
we want to be really sure 
before we implement perma¬ 
nent solutions,” says 
Sandona. “Many times. I’ll 
go out and sit with a caller 
on his porch and observe 
traffic,” says Sandona. 

The ultimate solution,
